BY CARL W. ACKERMAN, FAMOUS WAR 
CORRESPONDENT, WHO RESIDED IN 
GERMANY SEVERAL YEARS, 

As far as I have been able to 
observe in Spain, France. and Switzer- 
land the outcome of the wreat war Ge- 

’ pend’ upon the United States. The 
military situation to-day is criteal. 
Allof Europe is awaiting a German 
offeusive which will continue several 
weeks and perhaps months. This I 
believe will be the last great. attack 
which Germany will be able to make 
against our European allies. We may 
and we may vot have totake part in 
these-operations, but when this offen- 
sive ends the United States willbe call- 
ed: upon to deal the last blow. 

The success of our operation de- 
pends not only upon our splendid 
Atmy, but more upon the backing this 
Army receives at home. The morale 
of our troops depends upon the de- 
termination and earnestness of the 
American people. And, this deter- 
mination must be expressed in some 
definite manner. Spain, France, and 
Switzerland are watching the United 
States to see what the people do, be- 
cause itis realized in Kurope that the 
American people themselves deter- 
mine what their Government and 
Army shail do. 

The two Liberty Loan in the United 
States have been very successful, but 
to my mind Liberty Loans are not to 


be measured by the amount subscrib-| 


ed, alone. The essential things is 
that millions of American show that 
they are back of the Army by subscrib- 
ing. I think that more than ten mill- 
ion Americans should subscribe to the 
third loan, and if they do the moral ef- 
feet in Rurope and in ourExpedition- 
ary Forces will be tremendous. 

And, fast but mot least, the eneny 
is watching that loan as carefully as 
itis watching our preparations, be- 
cause the enemy knows that. the suc- 
cess of our fightidg will depend upon 
thé determination of men and women 
‘back home.’’

Leo Jorgenson Writes From_ 
France. 


Somewhere in France, Mar. 22, 
Dear Mr. Schumann, 

As we have a little time ['ll try and 
teil you about our trip across. the 
ocean and in this part of the country. 

We cannot mention any town we 
were in, so it will be only ‘‘somewhere 
in France.” 4 

We were eight days crossing. the 
ocean. When we got on the boat we 
received a cafd atating,“‘You will oc- 
cupy one hammock.” Don't think 
there were any of us who wanted any 
more than one of them anyway. We 
landed “somewhere in England,” 
were in camp there a few days then 
crossed into France. We were ina 
camp there only one night, then we 
started on our trip throngh the conn- 
try for some other camp. 

When we werein England we tra- 
veled in coaches. Their coaches are 
nothing like the ones in the U. S. 
Their coaches have side doors. Thert 
are six compartments and each com- 
partment holds eight men. We tra- 
veled as third class passengers. Their 
eugines are not as large as the-ones 111 
the U.S, 

Our trip through France 
about eighteen hours. We traveled 
in box cars. Their box cars here are 
about fourteen feet long. Two men 
can push one of them most any where. 
We did sure see some fine country. 

Weare in barracks here, without 
auy floor or windows. Use cloth for 
window light. 

The only thing that I can see that 
this country is ahead of the U. 8. in 
isthe time. Weare about six hours 
ahead of the U. S. France is one 
hour ahead of England. 

Dyer was made Corp. while we were 
in’ England. We are ‘having fine 
weather for this time of the year and 
‘have no snow. Have not had any 
mail yet. The last mail we got was 
inthe U. S. almost five weeks ago. 
We look for the day to come when we 
can get some mail andthe paper. 

There are not very many of us who 
can apeak French. So when we want 
anything we have to point out what 
we want. Most of us have a French 
book so we get along fairly well. 

Weare all on the ontside sunning 
ourselves. Last night some of the 
boys sat outside and read until about 
eight o'clock, so you can imagine 
what kind of weather we are having. 

As we cannot write anything about 
the camp I think I will close.

| facilities to. put them into every con- 


suming market. 
The average American has to go 
abroad and live afew weeks on the 


comparatively narrow range of vege- 


tables in a country like England to 
appreciate fully the advantages. he 
may enjoy at home. For Euglish veg- 
etablés comprise only about half a 
dozen, such as green peas, beans, aud 
vegetable marrow in summer, and 
leeks and cabbages in winter. 

But there is a world of room in this 
country for. improvement in both the 
growing and cooking of vegetables. 
Coarse and tasteless varieti¢s are 100 
often raised for marketing, and arrive 
in unpalatable condition because of 
careless shipping methods, and vege- 
tables are too often served stingily or 
with careless cooking, especially in 
our hotels and restaurants, where the 
whole scheme of the bill of fare cen- 
ters on meat dishes, aud vegetables 
are neglected. 

The attention of hotel and restau- 
rant men, as well as the housewile, 
is invited to the following pithy sug- 
gestions from Through the Meshes, a 
little monthly periodical published by 
a Cleveland business house: 

“The ability of a cook has tuo long 
been judged on the basis of meats and 
pastries. : 

“Anyone who could broil a chop, 
roast a leg of muttou, fry a slice of 
ham, and bake a pie got a jobas chef 
—and no question asked about vege- 
tables. 

“Bot the real test of a chef is mashed 
potatoes. Order mashed potatoes in 
the average hotel and you will get 
what looks like soaked bread—and 
tastes worse. 

‘Por several months Ihave made a 
point of askiog for three or four vege- 
tables in restaurants in all parts of 
the country, frequently eating a meal 
without meat. In the best hotel res- 
taurants the vegetables are uniformly 
well cooked, but.in the great majority 
of the medium-grade restaurants, and 
even the medium restaurants in smal- 
ler towns, the chefs do not seem to 
take vegetables seriously. 

“Ask fora steak and you will geta 
palatable dish; ask for spinach and 
you will probably get something that 
looks like soup and tastes like wet 
hay. 

“In the metropolitan cities, a few of 
the popular restaurants are making 
a specialty of vegetables—cooking 
them scientifically to preserve their 
flavor. 

“For instance, ia a New York eat- 
ing house I saw these signs promi- 
nently displayed on the walls: 

“Squash, onions, cabbage, cauli- 
flower, potatoes, Brussel sprouts, spin- 
ach, yellow turnips. We steam to re- 
tain all their mineral food ingredients 
—natural delicious flavor. Carrots, 
Parsnips, lima beans, green peas, 
white turuips, string beans are cooked 
in just enough water for” serving— 
and preserve all their food properties.’ 

“This appeared to be an indication 
that vegetables are beginning to get 
attention they deserve. In these days 
when the Government is calling upon 
us to eat lightly of meat and grain, it 
would be a good thing if we became 
better acquainted with vegetables. 
Bat one meal a day of vegetables, ex- 
clusively. The habit will be good for 
your health and good for your cotin- 
try,”

If it 
calls for oue cup use three fonriha of 
acup., When using honey you need 
only one fourth to one half teaspoou 
of soda. When using Caro syrup add 
alittle more flavor, You may use 
orange or spices for flavoring. 

ce. Fats. 

There are two types of fats called 
animalaud vegetable. The animal 
fats contain vitamines, The vegeta- 
ble fatado not. In the kitchen you 
can substitute vegetable fats for ani- 
mal fats, but do not on the table. Buy 
only animal fats. 

Vitamines were discovered when 
some men were experimenting with 
food for chickens. They cooked the 
food and this destroyed the vitamines. 
When they fed the chickens the food 
they died. The absolute lack of the 
vitamines caused the death of the 
chickens. 

You can conserve by saving all the 
meat trimmiogs and trying them out 
and using the fat for cooking. Cut 
up the triaamings aud soak over night 
in cold water.. Theu put them in the 
upper part of the boiler. This does 
not brown them. Do not use the fat 
that you cau use for food in the mak- 
ing of soap. Avoid the waste of fat 
by using it for frying or pastry.

Fruit is important because of the 
cellulose. It is preseut iu all fraits. 
This cellulose is uot digestible. It 
stimulates the intestines. They elim- 
inate the waste. It acts as a broom to 
the intestines. 

You should eat acid producing foods 
to keep the body normal. Acid causes 
some rheumatism. Rice and meat 
furnish too much acid, but rice aud 
tomatoes are good together, 

Do not cover veyetables tight, 
tne gas escape. Do not add tow much 
soda in cooking vegetables. 

Milk is a great food. A childshould 
have a quart of milk each day. Milk 
contains protein, calcium and vita- 
mines aud therefore is an excellent 
food. Use milk as a food, not.asa 
beverage. Milk forms clots when it 
enters the stomach, due to the sub- 
stance called rennit. 

Eggs are not expensive at five cents 
apiece. Eggs should be carefully 
prepared, Do uot cook too much. 
The white of au egy is pure protein. 

Cereals are ‘splendid food. | Oat 
tneal is a yood cereal when cooked at 
least one hour in a double boiler.

There is nothing hard to learn ia 
making war bread. Some war breads 
are not fine aud white, but if they are 
made correctly they will be 80. It is 
not necessary to learn new recipes, 
Substitute at least one fourth of the 
different substitutes. You can set 
your sponge the same as you always 
do, It takes about four cups of flour 
for one loaf of bread. Use one cup of 
substitute or, if you waut, you may 
substitute two cups or one half the 
amount called for. Do aot use wheat:

Use corn breads and 
other hot breads on wheéatless days.
